that it should lie to n certain extent, i 
hits an advantage over roots in be hit, 
more easily kept until wanted, if prop 
erly 'put up. than are roots. Where 
neither roots nor ensilage arc provided 
the best substitute woulil be one feed a 
day of good, sweet rowcn hay nr earl; 
cut clover. -Ultho animals will relist 
it and thrive on it. Kven the hoj-s wil 
eat some of it if offered thorn, tlio«i;l 
they like roots better. The poultry 
will also eat it greedily, but care mus 
birtakeii not to j;ive them enough of i 
totfetthoin "crop-bound." Thoy shouli 
not have it until thoy have had about 
all tho grain thoy want. 


It is better that thu cows which are 


to calve curly in the npi-iui; .-.lionld have 
their grain rations taken away oi'Kreal. 
ly reduced for two or three months be 
fore their time is out. For young ani- 
mals it is bettor that it should bo taken 
away entirely, and good liny and a few 
roots given. Older cows, which have 
been fed heavily witli grain, might lose 
too much flesh if it were taken awaj 
all together, but their feed should not 
be such inequality or sufficient in quan- 
tity to increase tlie milk flow. While 
it is difficult to prevent some cows from 
giving milk up to the time of calving if 
they are well fed, and they scorn to do 
so without being injured thereby, it is 
doubtless better that they should ha 
a season of rest from milk producing, if 
they can bo made to take it without 
such a reduction of feed as to cause a 
reduction of flesh. They should be 
kept in a thrifty condition at all times, 
and never ho allowed to shrink iu Mesh 
unless when giving a largo H»»' of milk, 
when it is difficult to prevent it in those 
«ows which aro naturally good milkers. 
It is also much better for the calf that 


the cow should not have too much 
drain upon her system for a month or 
two before the calf is dropped. Tho 
latter will lie larger and heavier at its 
birth, and grow more rapidly, and prob- 
ably have a better or more hardy con- 
stitution, if thi! parent docs not give 
milk move than nine or .ten months in 
tho year. Probably the best feed for 
cows which aro heavy witb calf, if any 
grain must be fed, would bo the coars- 
est wheat bran, as it is not heating or 
fattening and contains a largo percen- 
tage of phosphate of lime, which is 
needed to form the frame or bone of 
the coming calf. A tablcspoonful of 
fine-ground bone or bone muai each day 
is an excellent, material _to feed tu eith- 
er old cows or young stJuk for the same 
purpose.

Every flock should bo provided with a 
i»pare:pen and yard, as a hospital for 
such occasions. 
All the pens should be 


dry and 'littered at all times, but il 
lambs arc to come before the cold 
weather is over, the pen where they are 
dropped should also be warm, that the 
now-born lamb may not bo chilled be- 
fore it can got up to suckle the dam. 
The sheep owner who always has "good 
luck" with bis early lambs, and who 
usually contrives to get a little better 
price for them than his neighbor, does 
not fail to visit the sheep shed once or 
more during tho night iu the' lai 
season, that bo may bo on hand to save 
his Idmbs by assisting them to get up 
and suckle as quickly as possible in cold 
weather. 


Not infrequently it happens that ewes 


particularly young ones casting their 
tirat lambs, will be unwilling to allow 
tho lambs to suckle them at first, but if 
held for that purpose until tho lamb 
has started tho milk, will then submit 
quietly. They aro much more apt to 
submit if it is done at once. If two or 
three hours pass by, and the udder be. 
comes swollen or 


v, and 
distended with milk, 


so that tho lamb causes pain by its ef- 
forts, it is often a difficult task to make 
them own the himb afterward. 


If a sheep loses her lamb, and others 


are expected soon, she should have her 
milk drawn several times a day until 
there is an opportunity to take a lamb 
from some other sheep which has twins, 
and put it upon her. If she is quiet 
and accustomed to being bandied by 
the ncrson who has cure of her as all 
sheep should be, she can soon be made 
to adopt tho lamb by placing her in a 
HiiKill pen alone with it, out of sight of 
other sheep, and holding her a few 
times for it to suckle her. 


With many farmers these bints may 


seem more adapted to March or April 
than to February, but there arc some 
who believe February lambs arc as eas- 
ily raised as those which are dropped 
later, and wbo,tind them to sell at good 
prices in June or .hily. They perhaps 
may not need these hints, as they have 
learned by experience all that is here 
suggested, but there arc others who 
Tvoulcl like to follow a good example, 
and cannot afford to learn how to do it 
by costly method first ascertaining by 
experience "how not to do it."

This is 
another of the secrets of winter egg-lay- 
ing—getting the bens that lay eggs and 
disposing of those that not only do not 
hut will not till next summer, it is easy 
to make the mistake of condemning 
hens that with proper care will begin 
to lay atoneo, but old bens, that is over 
two years of age, whether fat or lean, 
and young, half grown pullets, wijl not 
bo likely to lay until spring. H will 
not pay to keep them unless they may 
bo needed as setters. As winter egg- 
layors they arc almost sure to prove 
unprofitable. We apply this ml vice to 
all kinds of fowls, regardless of breeds, 
and what we might select an winter 
egg-layers might not null another.

So far this is good news, 
for a milch goat is tractable and gives a 
most abundant yield. But it is to bo 
hoped that the cottagers will lie care- 
ful of their milch goats, and will not al- 
low them to pasture at large. Tlio goat 
is proof against almost every known 
vegetable poison. Any one who doubts 
this may test the fact for himself, for 
there is nothing a goat likes so much 
'as a mouthful of tobacco. A goat which 
knows that yon have tbbacco about you 
will follow yon anywhere and any dis- 
tance for it. And it is an unkind' prac- 
tical joke to disturb the tranqnility of 
a row of goat chaises at tho seaside by 
the production of a tobocco-pouch. The 
cow, 
as we all know, from tho time wo 


tlrst began our nursery-rhymes, is par- 
tial to the "hemlock rank," and the 0 
have been cases of poisoning from tho 
milk of cows that have eaten hemlock. 
Hut tho goat will cat with impunity not 
only hemlock, but yow clippings (which 
aro fatal both to'cows and horses), 
bryony, foxglove, and, indeed, almost 
every poisonous plant. Tho result is, 
of course, to poison the milk, and it is 
consequently to bo hoped that the fa- 
vored cottagers will confine their goats 
to swedes, vetches, cut grass, and 
other such harmless, substances, and 
will not allow them to roam at large.— 
[St. James's Gazette.
